The Office Action rejects claim 14 under the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C, 112, 
as claim 14 rooitca the limitition "ooid fourth frame" in Jin* % and tharft ir insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

The Office Action rejects claim 15 under the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112, 
as claim 15 recites the limitations "said eight frame data" and "said ninth frame data" in 
the last phrase, and there is insufficient antecedent basis for these limitations in the 
claim. 

The Office Action rejects claim 29 under the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112, 
as claim 29 recites the limitation "said eleventh frame data" in the second phrase, and 
thoro is insufficient antecedent baeie for thie limitation in the claim. 

The Office Action rejects claims 1-6 and 8-30 under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2 nd 
paragraph as being indefinite. 

The Office Action rejects claims 1, 6, 15 and 20 uudei 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being 
anticipated by Van Asma (USPN. 6,489,964; hereinafter 4< Van Asma").
